Commission,  now  organized  and  named  the  Southwestern  New  Hampshire 
Regional  Planning  Commission.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  major  concern  for  the  year  just  past  is,  of  course,  the  very  sharp  rise  in  the 
level  of  our  real  estate  taxes  in  Bennington.  The  tax  load  is  becoming  burdensome 
to  all  citizens  as  we,  the  Selectmen,  are  quite  aware  and  we  shall  look  to  first  the 
Budget  Committee  and  then  the  Town  Meeting  for  guidance.  We  are  sure  that 
everyone  is  aware  that  taxes  are  decided  when  the  level  of  spending  is  committed. 
What  services  the  townspeople  want  and  are  willing  to  pay  for  is  the  area  where  we 
need  your  help. 

The  upward  revision  of  assessments  to  accommodate  the  Expanded  Elderly 
Exemption  provisions  which  were  voted  by  the  town  last  year  was  aimed  at  trying 
to  assess  at  75%  of  fair  market  value.  The  State's  recent  equalization  percentage 
review  appears  to  confirm  that  this  objective  was  fairly  broadly  achieved. 

Many  of  the  problems  have  been  carried  forward  from  1978.  The  North  Benning- 
ton Road  has  been  constructed  but  will  not  be  surfaced  until  this  coming  spring. 
The  Zoning  Study  Committee,  working  with  the  Planning  Board,  is  hard  at  work. 
They  will  be  asking  for  a  one  year  extension  for  their  studies.  The  final  design  engi- 
neering of  the  town's  water  pollution  collection  and  treatment  system  authorized 
at  the  previous  Town  Meeting  is  coming  to  completion  and  the  next  step  must  be 
considered. 

North  Bennington  Road: 

The  rebuilding  of  the  North  Bennington  Road  was  completed  except  for  sur- 
facing. The  State  Road  Engineer  and  the  contractor  recommended  that  we  post- 
pone surfacing  the  road  until  spring.  There  is  an  unspent  balance  in  this  special  ap- 
propriation of  slightly  more  than  $10,000  which  it  is  believed  will  permit  the 
complete  surfacing  of  the  road  and  this  will  be  done  this  spring  or  early  summer. 

Water  Pollution  Engineering: 

The  final  engineering  on  the  town's  proposed  water  collection  and  treatment 
system  being  done  by  the  engineering  firm  Dufresne-Henry  is  well  along  and  will 
be  completed  early  this  spring.  The  State  has  approved  the  designs  in  principle  and 
we  are  quite  pleased  with  the  way  the  project  has  developed. 

The  Town  of  Bennington  had  originally  been  on  the  State's  priority  list  for  State 
and  Federal  funding  for  construction  for  the  years  1981-82  and  we  had  hoped  that  if 
we  were  prepared  in  time  we  might  be  able  to  advance  that  date,  which  should 
save  costs  in  view  of  the  sharply  escalating  construction  costs.  However,  the  State 
has  revised  their  priority  listing  for  Bennington  to  1982-83  and  therefore  we  will 
concentrate  this  year  on  arranging  for  easements,  obtaining  options  for  land, 
drafting  sewer  ordinances,  etc.,  etc.  —  all  the  things  that  have  to  be  done  as  a  part 
of  this  total  project,  and  we  will  be  prepared  in  the  event  that  we  have  any  en- 
couragement from  the  State  that  our  priority  may  be  advanced. 

Zoning: 

The  Study  Committee  authorized  at  the  last  Town  Meeting  has  been  working 
with  the  Planning  Board  and  we  would  recommend  that  their  report,  contained 
elsewhere  in  this  Town  Report,  be  reviewed  carefully. 

They  find  that  the  development  of  a  Master  Plan  appears  to  be  a  necessary  first 
step  in  order  to  provide  a  basis  for  whatever  their  final  recommendations  may  be. 

They  are  recommending  to  the  Town  that  the  Temporary  Emergency  Zoning  be 
extended  for  one  year  (which  is  the  maximum  which  is  permitted)  to  provide  time 
for  further  study  and  for  the  development  of  the  Master  Plan.  The  Planning  Board 
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and  the  Study  Committee  expect  to  seek  assistance  from  the  Southwestern  New 
Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission. 

Tax  Map  and  Federal  Municipal  Emergency  Employment  Program: 

The  Selectmen  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  obtain  approval  for  a  Federal 
Employment  Project  funded  entirely  by  the  Federal  Government  which  would 
provide  substantial  assistance  towards  the  development  of  the  necessary  data  for 
the  town's  tax  map.  Because  of  the  substantial  benefit  gained  by  obtaining  this 
program,  the  Selectmen  were  able  to  contract  for  the  town's  tax  map  which  can  be 
done  within  the  amount  available  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund.  The  Selectmen  also 
arranged  at  the  same  time  for  a  survey  of  all  Class  V  and  Class  VI  roads  in  town 
under  the  same  contract.  The  project  is  scheduled  for  completion  by  September 
1979. 

Class  VI  Roads: 

A  Class  VI  town  road  is  defined  as  an  unimproved  town  road  (Class  V  normally) 
which  has  not  been  maintained  for  a  period  of  at  least  five  years.  Last  year  the 
Legislature  almost  passed  a  piece  of  legislation  —  House  Bill  No.  1158  —  which 
would  have  automatically  reclassified  all  Class  VI  roads  to  Class  V  roads  unless 
the  town  had  voted  formally  that  certain  roads  were  to  be  Class  VI  roads.  Had  that 
legislation  passed  last  year,  the  towns  would  have  suddenly  been  faced  with  the 
possibility  of  having  to  spend  thousands  and  thousands  of  dollars  to  improve  roads 
that  have  not  been  maintained  nor  needed  for  years  and  years. 

The  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association  recommended  that  towns  inventory 
their  Class  V  and  Class  VI  roads  and  prepare  to  take  action  at  the  March  1979  Town 
Meeting  in  the  event  that  similar  legislation  is  tried  again  in  Concord. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  people  under  the  Federal  employment  Project 
working  on  the  tax  map,  we  arranged  for  an  inventory  of  Class  V  and  Class  VI 
roads.  On  recommendation  of  Town  Counsel,  we  have  included  in  the  Warrant  an 
article  to  confirm  the  status  of  all  Class  VI  roads  in  town  so  that  we  will  be  pro- 
tected against  large  and  unexpected  and  unneeded  road  expenditures. 

Water  Department : 

The  Water  Commissioners,  as  required  by  State  authorities,  have  arranged  for 
further  engineering  study  of  the  town's  water  system  and  storage  arrangements 
and  there  is  a  Warrant  item  to  this  effect  for  the  voters'  consideration.  Separately, 
you  will  find  a  brief  report  from  the  Water  Commissioners  in  the  Town  Report  ex- 
plaining this  need. 

Fire  Department: 

Our  Fire  Department  continues  to  provide  its  usual  excellent  service.  The 
department  will  be  asking  the  voters  for  approval  and  funding  for  a  new  fire  truck 
at  this  Town  Meeting.  As  at  December  31,  1978,  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  esta- 
blished for  that  purpose  had  a  balance  of  $22,880.63  towards  any  new  fire  truck. 

Police  Department: 

The  Joint  Antrim -Bennington  Police  Study  Committee  has  devoted  quite  a  bit  of 
time  to  the  project  and  held  public  hearings  and  their  report  is  included  in  the 
Town  Report.  The  Committee  makes  no  recommendation  requiring  action  by  the 
Town  of  Bennington  but  the  study  has  been  valuable  and  the  possibility  for  future 
joint  action  is  still  open. 

The  local  towns  are  fighting  the  decision  of  the  Continental  Telephone  Company 
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to  give  up  the  police  answering  service  that  they  have  provided.  It  is  anticipated 
that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  will  delay  any  possible  giving  up  of  that 
service  for  some  time.  In  the  meantime,  plans  have  been  made  so  that  the  towns 
will  jointly  undertake  to  provide  this  continuing  service  in  the  future  when  needed: 

Property  Acquired  by  Tax  Sale: 

With  the  assistance  and  guidance  of  Barbara  Willis,  the  Selectmen  advertised 
and  promoted  a  successful  sealed  bid  sale  this  fall  for  the  three  house  lots  in  the 
Onset  Subdivision  which  had  been  acquired  by  tax  sale.  The  lots  were  sold  for  a 
total  of  $7,000  and  a  sales  agreement  has  been  completed  with  a  deposit  in  escrow 
and  now  only  awaits  title  clearance  by  Town  Counsel. 

Southwestern  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission: 

The  Zoning  Study  Committee,  Planning  Board  and  the  Selectmen  jointly  recom- 
mend that  the  Town  join  the  Regional  Planning  Commission  and  become  active 
dues -paying  participants.  The  Zoning  Study  Committee  and  the  Planning  Board 
will  need  their  assistance  in  establishing  a  Master  Plan  prior  to  any  final  zoning 
recommendations. 

Town  Counsel  advises  that  the  courts  appear  to  take  the  position  that  a  town 
should  have  a  Master  Plan  prior  to  the  undertaking  of  any  zoning  recommenda- 
tions. The  Southwestern  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission  is  ideally 
suited  to  help  here. 

In  addition,  the  Selectmen  found  that  the  aerial  survey  maps  needed  for  the 
development  of  the  tax  map  would  cost  a  great  deal  more  when  purchased  from 
the  Regional  Planning  Commission  where  Bennington  is  not  a  member.  The  price 
for  the  aerial  survey  maps  to  member  towns  is  substantially  lower  and  the  savings 
would  exceed  the  cost  of  annual  dues.  Therefore,  we  promised  —  jointly  —  that  a 
good  faith  recommendation  to  the  Town  be  made  that  we  become  dues-paying 
members  of  the  Regional  Commission  and  they  provided  the  survey  maps  at 
member  prices  and  stand  by  to  be  helpful  in  the  development  of  a  Master  Plan. 

Audit  Study  Committee : 

We  would  recommend  that  the  voters  study  carefully  the  excellent  report  con- 
tained elsewhere  in  the  Town  Report  by  the  special  committee  appointed  by  the 
Moderator  to  review  and  make  recommendations  regarding  annual  audit  of  the 
town  records. 

The  Bennington  Selectmen  and  Police  Department  probably  have  more  com- 
plaints on  the  subject  of  dogs  than  any  other  single  item  of  town  affairs.  The  Legis- 
lature passed  a  statute  in  1977  which  provided  a  standard  dog  control  law  which 
could  be  applied  throughout  the  State  in  those  cities  or  towns  which  specifically 
adopted  the  statute.  We  have  reviewed  the  matter  with  Town  Counsel  and  it  is  his 
recommendation,  concurred  in  by  the  Budget  Committee,  that  we  place  an  article 
in  the  Warrant  providing  for  the  town  to  consider  the  adoption  of  the  State  ordi- 
nance. Separately  in  the  Town  Report  the  ordinance  is  printed  in  full  and  you  will 
find  included  in  the  ballot  to  be  used  at  the  election  of  town  officers  the  question  as 
to  whether  the  town  wishes  to  adopt  this  State  ordinance. 

Bennington's  Financial  Position: 

Despite  our  many  problems  or  heavy  tax  burden,  the  Town  of  Bennington  is  fi- 
nancially very  strong  with  a  minimum  amount  of  outstanding  town  debt  —  in  total 
amounting  to  $52,350  —  representing  the  balance  of  the  Water  Works  extension  and 
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the  new  rebuild  of  the  North  Bennington  Road.  The  town's  credit  status  is  excellent 
and  we  can  undertake  whatever  expansions  and  purchases  that  the  town  deems 
wise  and  necessary. 

Finally,  at  this  late  moment  in  putting  together  the  Town  Report  and  reporting  to 
the  citizens,  we  have  the  news  of  the  death  of  Garnet  Mills  on  February  8th.  He 
served  the  town  faithfully  and  well  as  a  member  of  the  Planning  Board  since  1971. 

Small  towns  are  very  much  dependent  on  the  devoted  service  of  its  citizens. 
Since  our  last  report  we  have  lost  three  good  men  who  have  contributed  so  much  to 
Bennington:  Don  Powers,  "Bump"  Sawyer  and  Garnet  Mills.  They  will  certainly 
be  missed. 


STATE  DOG  CONTROL  LAW 

Being  placed  before  the  voters  to  determine  if  they  wish  to  adopt  this  ordinance 
for  the  Town  of  Bennington. 

379 : 1    Control  La w .  Amend  RSA  466  by  inserting  after  section  30  the  following  new 

sections : 

466:30a:     Dog  Control  Law. 

I.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  chapter,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  dog  to  run  at  large,  except  when  accompanied  by  the  owner  or  custodian,  and 
when  used  for  hunting,  herding,  supervised  competition  and  exhibition  or  training 
for  such.  For  the  purpose  of  this  section  "accompanied"  shall  be  defined  as  that 
the  owner  or  custodian  must  be  able  to  see  or  hear,  or  both,  or  have  reasonable 
knowledge  of  where  the  dog  is  hunting,  herding,  or  where  training  is  being  con- 
ducted or  where  trials  are  being  held.  Nothing  herein  provided  shall  mean  that  the 
dog  must  be  within  sight  at  all  times. 

II.  In  this  section,  "at  large"  means  off  the  premises  of  the  owner  or  keeper  and 
not  under  the  control  of  any  person  by  means  of  personal  presence  and  attention  as 
will  reasonably  control  the  conduct  of  such  dog,  unless  accompanied  by  the  owner 
or  custodian. 

III.  Any  authorized  person  may  seize,  impound  or  restrain  any  dog  in  violation  of 
this  section  and  deliver  said  dog  to  a  person  or  shelter  authorized  to  board  dogs. 
Such  dogs  shall  be  handled  as  strays  or  abandoned  dogs  pursuant  to  applicable 
laws. 

IV.  In  addition  to  impounding  a  dog  found  at  large  or  in  violation  of  this  section, 
any  law  enforcement  officer  may  issue  in  the  name  of  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such 
dog  a  notice  of  violation.  Such  notice  shall  impose  upon  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such 
a  dog  a  forfeiture  of  $10  which  must  be  paid  to  the  clerk  of  the  town  or  city  wherein 
such  dog  is  owned  or  kept  within  96  hours  of  the  date  and  time  notice  is  given,  in  full 
satisfaction  of  the  assessed  penalty.  In  the  event  such  penalty  is  not  paid  to  the 
town  or  city  clerk  within  the  time  limitations  specified,  a  summons  shall  be  issued 
for  appearance  in  district  court  or  minicipal  court  and  any  person  found  guilty  of 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  violation. 

V.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  effective  in  any  city  or  town  unless 
adopted  by  a  city  or  town  pursuant  to  RSA  466: 30-b.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  AUDIT  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

This  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Moderator  in  accord  with  Article  28  of  the 
1978  Town  Warrant  —  as  recommended  by  the  Town  Government  Review  Commit- 
tee. We  were  charged  with  studying  the  feasibility  of  hiring  a  private  auditing  firm 
to  audit  the  Town  books.  The  study  was  requested  not  out  of  a  sense  of  there  being 
anything  wrong  with  the  Town's  books  but  rather  from  a  desire  to  have  an  inde- 
pendent, professional  review  and  appraisal  of  Town  financial  records  —  to  assure 
compliance  with  the  law  and  use  of  the  best  systems  and  procedures. 

The  Committee's  first  step  was  to  become  familiar  with  the  audit  function.  The 
Municipal  Services  Division  of  the  State  Department  of  Revenue  Administration 
kindly  provided  us  with  copies  of  the  appropriate  State  statutes  and  forms  pre- 
scribed for  use  by  elected  auditors  in  reporting  to  the  Division.  They  also  described 
the  difference  between  audits  performed  by  elected  auditors  and  professional 
accounting  firms.  Elected  auditors  use  forms  required  by  the  State,  generally 
concern  themselves  only  with  cash  transactions,  and  do  not  certify  as  to  the 
Town's  financial  position  or  results  of  operations.  Professional  accounting  firms, 
however,  must  follow  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  as  set  by  the 
American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants,  will  express  an  opinion  on 
financial  condition  and  results  of  operations,  and  will  disclose  and  make  recom- 
mendations concerning  adequacy  of  internal  control  procedures.  In  addition,  the 
Municipal  Services  Division's  material  raised  a  third  audit  alternative  —  audit  by 
the  State  in  much  the  same  manner  as  a  private  accounting  firm  but  generally  at  a 
lesser  cost. 

Next,  the  Committee  held  meetings,  with  the  Town  Auditors  and  Selectmen.  All 
parties  felt  that  an  independent  review  would  benefit  the  Town.  Such  an  audit  has 
not  been  made  for  more  than  twenty  years.  The  Town  Auditors  recognize  their  pro- 
fessional limitations  and  welcome  such  assistance  —  and,  indeed,  expressed  a 
desire  for  more  training  by  the  State.  This  request  was  passed  on  to  the  Municipal 
Services  Division. 

The  Committee  then  held  discussions  with  public  accountants.  In  particular,  we 
would  like  to  thank  Smith,  Batchelder  &  Rugg,  a  Keene  CPA  firm,  for  their  assist- 
ance. Employing  such  a  firm  would  result  in  the  verification  of  assets,  advice  on 
the  adequacy  of  internal  controls  for  safeguarding  these  assets  and  providing 
reliable  financial  records,  advice  on  changes  which  will  improve  procedures,  and 
assurance  of  compliance  with  all  state  and  local  laws  and  regulations.  The  cost  of 
such  an  audit  might  range  from  $1,500  to  $2,500.  The  first  audit  generally  costs 
more  than  later  ones  because  there  is  more  background  work  to  be  done.  In 
general  it  is  felt  that  a  more  "in-depth"  job  might  be  done  by  a  private  firm  than  by 
the  State  —  because  of  greater  emphasis  on  systems  and  procedures  and  greater 
flexibility  provided  by  not  having  to  cope  with  State  budgetary  limitations.  In  some 
cases,  part  or  all  of  an  audit's  cost  may  be  recovered  by  savings  resulting  from  the 
audit  —  such  as,  by  improving  procedures  or  capturing  additional  revenue  sources 
not  previously  recognized.  The  Committee  felt,  however,  that  such  savings  are 
impossible  to  measure  now  and  should  not  be  given  any  weight  in  arriving  at  any 
conclusion. 
RECOMMENDATION 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  should  have  periodic  "outside" 
audits  at  least  every  ten  years  to  assure  the  Town's  financial  records  are  in 
compliance  in  all  respect  and  are  using  the  best  methods  possible.  Since  there  is  no 
urgent  need  to  have  an  immediate  audit  and  because  the  cost  would  be  lower 
without  any  great  sacrifice  of  quality,  we  also  recommend  that  the  Town  employ 
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the  State  Municipal  Services  Division  to  do  the  job.  We  suggest  that  the  Selectman 
include  an  appropriate  article  in  the  1979  Town  Warrant  requesting  that  $2,000  be 
raised  and  appropriated  for  this  purpose.

ANTRIM  —  BENNINGTON  JOINT  POLICY  STUDY  COMMITTEE 
Preliminary  Report 

The  Antrim  —  Bennington  Join  Police  Study  Committee  held  a  public  hearing  on 
Wednesday,  January  31,  1979  at  8: 00  p.m.  at  the  Antrim  Town  Hall  Meeting  Room. 

At  that  time,  the  preliminary  results  of  the  Committee's  study  of  the  feasibility 
of  establishing  a  single  police  department  for  the  Town  of  Antrim  and  Bennington 
was  presented.  Comments  and  further  information  from  the  public  will  be  solicited 
for  consideration  by  the  Committee  before  preparing  its  final  report  and  making 
its  recommendations. 

The  Committee,  whose  members  are  Clark  Craig,  Sr.,  Lloyd  Henderson  and 
Benjamin  Pratt  from  Antrim,  and  Paul  Cashion,  Elizabeth  Chase  and  Donald 
Smith  from  Bennington  has  met  several  times  since  it  was  established  by  Town 
Meeting  vote  of  the  two  towns  last  March.  At  several  of  the  Committee's  meetings, 
past  and  present  members  of  the  Antrim  and  Bennington  Police  Departments  and 
State  Police  were  in  attendance  to  present  their  views.  Additionally,  the  Com- 
mittee surveyed  over  one  hundred  (100)  residents  of  the  two  towns  to  determine 
the  wishes  of  the  public,  particularly  with  regard  to  what  kind  and  level  of  police 
protection  they  desired  and  how  much  they  would  be  willing  to  spend  to  carry  out 
their  desires. 

At  this  time,  the  Committee  has  determined  that  a  joint  full-time  police  depart- 
ment covering  the  two  towns  would  probably  not  be  feasible,  but  has  not  reached 
any  definite  conclusions  as  to  what  type  of  police  departments  are  feasible  for  the 
two  towns. 

All  interested  parties  are  invited  to  attend  this  public  hearing  and  present  their 
views.

TRUSTEES  REPORT 

The  trustees  of  the  GEP  Dodge  Library  extend  a  sincere  thank  you  to  Mrs. 
Dorothy  Crowley  who,  while  Librarian,  sparked  a  greater  reading  interest  at  all 
age  levels.  Mrs.  Crowley  was  also  responsible  for  the  continuation  of  the  film 
program  in  cooperation  with  the  Pierce  School.  Another  accomplishment  of  Mrs. 
Crowley's  was  the  procurement,  at  no  cost  to  the  town,  of  a  CETA  assistant  who,  in 
addition  to  indoor  and  outdoor  maintenance,  also  helped  with  routine  Library  pro- 
cedures. 

Upon  Mrs.  Crowley's  retirement,  her  recommendation  of  Mr.  Douglas  Morin, 
assistant  librarian,  to  be  her  replacement  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Morin  has  spent  the  last  quarter  of  1978  in  better  organizing  of  the  library, 
retrieval  of  several  "lost"  books  as  well  as  general  daily  routine  duties. 

With  the  financial  support  of  the  1978  Town  Meeting,  the  library  was  able  not 
only  to  meet  its  rising  expenditures,  but  was  able  to  effect  some  needed  repairs 
and  improvements.  These  included  a  fire  extinguisher,  (required  by  insurer) 
repairs  to  granite  steps,  an  inlaid  wall  to  wall  carpet  with  floor  repair  in  the  foyer, 
and  negotiations  for  the  installation  of  a  hand  rail  to  the  front  door  (also  insurance 
requirement ) .  The  railing  will  be  installed  when  the  weather  permits. 

With  the  continued  support  of  the  Town  it  is  hoped  that  the  Library  will  show  con- 
tinued improvement  in  physical  plant,  available,  resources,  and  general  service  to 
the  people  of  the  town .

REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

The  Commissioners  would  like  to  report  a  good  year  for  the  Water  Department 
with  no  major  problems  and  an  operating  surplus  of  almost  $1,000. 

We  would  like  to  alert  the  voters  that  we  do  have  to  raise  an  additional  $5,000  this 
coming  year  to  pay  for  an  engineering  study  of  our  present  system.  This  study  is 
mandated  by  the  State  as  a  result  of  the  Clean  Water  Act  passed  by  the  Federal 
government  in  1973.  All  towns  with  open  reservoirs  must  complete  this  study  to 
determine  whether  a  closed  system  is  needed  or  filtration  and  treatment  of  the 
present  system  to  meet  Federal  standards  of  purity. 

As  a  result  of  this  study,  we  will  know  what  things  are  indicated  for  future  expan- 
sion and  updating  of  our  supply  and  distribution  system  and  where  existing 
problems  may  be  such  as  condition  of  mains,  adequate  pressure  at  hydrants  to 
meet  fire  underwriters'  specifications,  etc. 

We  have  chosen  Dufresne -Henry  from  a  field  of  six  applicants  to  do  this  work 
mainly  because  they  are  doing  the  engineering  for  the  sewage  system  and,  as  a 
result,  have  already  acquired  much  of  the  information  necessary,  which  was 
reflected  in  a  low  bid. 

By  zero  budgeting  and  raising  the  rates  50%  or  to  a  minimum  quarterly  charge 
of  $6  instead  of  $4,  we  could  realize  the  revenue  necessary  for  this  expenditure  and 
would  favor  this  approach  as  it  puts  the  burden  on  the  users  rather  than  on  the 
whole  tax  base  of  the  town.  This,  however,  would  be  open  for  discussion  at  Town 
Meeting  and  we  would  of  course  abide  by  the  will  of  voters. 

If  this  approach  were  adopted,  it  would  give  us  an  operating  surplus  in  future 
years  which  we  would  like  to  continue  to  put  in  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  which  could 
be  used  for  contingencies  such  as  this  or  others  which  are  sure  to  come  in  the 
future  or  for  updating  or  expanding  the  system  as  the  voters  may  decide. 

We  will  ask  the  Selectmen  for  enabling  articles  in  the  Warrant  and  hope  all 
voters  will  give  these  proposals  serious  thought  and  expression  at  Town  Meeting  in 
order  that  the  Commissioners  may  know  what  direction  the  voters  would  like  to 
see  the  Water  Department  take  in  future  years.  We  expect  that  this  will  be  closely 
tied  to  the  development  of  the  new  sewage  disposal  system. 

Edward  French  has  decided  to  resign  as  a  Commissioner  this  year,  which  leaves 
a  vacancy  for  the  remaining  two  years  of  his  term.  We  thank  Ed  for  the  many 
years  he  has  devoted  and  hope  that  someone  sincerely  interested  and  knowledge- 
able will  file  to  fill  this  vacancy.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  department  answered  28  calls  in  1978.  They  were  2  house  fires,  1  car  fire,  2 
smoke  investigations,  2  brush  fires,  3  chimney  fires,  1  dump  fire,  2  car  accidents,  1 
false  alarm,  8  rescue  calls  and  6  mutual  aid  calls:  1  Francestown,  1  Greenfield,  1 
Hancock  and  3  Antrim. 

The  rescue  van  (4R1)  was  put  into  service  in  May  of  1978.  We  have  12  men  who 
have  been  trained  in  automobile  extrication  and  7  men  trained  in  CPR.  Last 
September  we  participated  in  a  mock  disaster  exercise  involving  six  other 
surrounding  area  rescue  squads  and  we  did  very  well. 

For  the  year  round  residents,  in  your  town  report  you  will  find  an  emergency 
stick  on  card  to  be  placed  on  the  telephone.  It  will  assist  you  in  contacting  the  Fire 
Department,  Rescue  Squad  or  the  Police  Department.  If  you  don't  get  one  or  need 
more  please  feel  free  to  ask  anyone  on  the  fire  department  and  we  will  see  that  you 
get  them. 

On  the  6th  of  March  at  7:30  p.m.,  in  the  upstairs  of  the  fire  station,  the  public  is 
invited  to  hear  the  plans  we  have  on  the  purchase  of  the  new  fire  truck.  We  hope  to 
see  as  many  people  as  possible  at  this  meeting.  We  think  this  meeting  will  make  it 
a  lot  easier  on  all  of  us. 

Lastly,  we  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  townspeople  of  Bennington  for  the 
continued  support  you  gave  us  in  1978  and  please  don't  forget  our  auction  in  August 
of  1979.

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HIGHWAY  AGENTS'  REPORT 

This  has  been  a  busy  year  in  the  dept. 

There  was  extensive  and  repeated  storm  damage  to  shoulders  and  ditches  which 
was  all  repaired.  In  the  coming  year  all  shoulders  should  have  back  up  gravel  and 
grading,  otherwise  we  are  going  to  lose  the  safety  of  the  now  usable  road  width. 
The  time  has  come  when  like  it  or  not  we  have  to  treat  our  roads  or  lose  them.  I  am 
asking  for  a  double  appr.  of  the  tarring  fund  so  that  far  more  needed  shim  work 
and  sealing  may  be  done. 

There  was  extensive  work  done  on  Dodge  Hill  road,  which  I  am  sure  went  over 
its  budget  apportionment,  also  the  same  goes  for  Gillis  Hill  road. 

The  River  road  was  surface  penetrated  and  later  sealed.  Granted  it  is  rough  but 
under  the  circumstances  I  feel  fortunate  it  turned  out  as  well  as  it  now  stands. 

There  was  more  tree  and  brush  cutting  in  addition  to  the  previous  year  and  most 
was  overall  retrimmed  to  prevent  regrowth. 

Highway  trash  and  rubbish  removal  are  becoming  extensive  and  expensive. 
Nearly  nine  hundred  dollars  was  spent  for  this  purpose  in  78.  Most  of  this  can  be 
directly  attributed  to  our  increase  in  traffic  and  use  of  parks  and  playgrounds  but 
we  also  have  some  of  the  best  beer  drinking  back  roads  in  the  area . 

The  North  Bennington  road  project  finally  got  under  way  in  the  fall.  On  this  I 
have  nothing  to  say  except  that  as  your  road  agent  and  on  a  direct  appr.  by  the 
people  I  was  of  the  understanding  that  my  participation  would  be  or  should  have 
been  required. 

I  feel  the  budget  will  be  overrun  for  a  variety  of  reasons.  Extra  money  was 
required  for  the  River  road,  Gillis  Hill,  Dodge  Hill  and  the  purchase  of  a  used  snow 
plow,  all  from  my  highway  budget  and  our  snow  season  was  also  pretty  bad.

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ZONING  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

The  Zoning  Study  Committee  has  been  meeting  regularly  since  its  creation  by 
Town  Meeting  in  March  of  1978.  Its  membership  includes  five  (5)  Planning  Board 
members,  five  (5)  Board  of  Adjustment  members,  and  five  (5)  citizens  at  large  as 
established  by  Article  13  of  last  year's  warrant.  It  has  been  the  goal  of  this  commit- 
tee to  study  zoning  policies  and  recommend  adoption  or  rejection  of  a  comprehen- 
sive plan  for  the  community  of  Bennington.  With  this  goal  in  mind,  the  committee 
has  been  acquainting  itself  with  and  evaluating  zoning  as  interpreted  by  state 
statutes,  court  decisions,  regional  planning,  and  the  experiences  of  surrounding 
townships. 

From  the  beginning,  the  committee  knew  that  zoning  would  be  a  topic  controver- 
sial to  all,  but  firmly  believed  that  the  resources  necessary  to  develop  a  plan  which 
would  result  in  minimum  infringement  on  ownership  rights  could  be  found  within 
the  community.  It  was  also  felt  that  if  everyone  concerned  would  assume  responsi- 
bility by  providing  input  and  information  to  those  researching  such  a  plan,  we 
would  insure  that  the  inevitable  growth  of  the  town  would  be  both  orderly  and 
would  accommodate  the  present  and  future  needs  of  Bennington  and  its  citizenry. 

The  Bennington  Zoning  Study  Committee,  to  further  this  end,  prepared  and  dis- 
tributed 580  TOWN  PLANNING  QUESTIONNAIRES  to  all  tax  payers.  The  com- 
mittee is  grateful  for  the  conscientious  response  to  the  survey.  The  following  data 
represents  a  synopsis  of  the  slightly  over  300  responses  that  were  received. 

At  the  present  time,  an  overwhelming  majority  of  respondents  felt  that  rural 
town  living  was  Bennington's  greatest  attribute.  As  would  be  expected  from  the 
statistic,  75%  of  the  surveys  indicated  a  desire  for  the  town  to  remain  rural  with 
little  or  no  growth.  Citizens  were  disgruntled  about  the  appearance  of  some 
properties  and  certain  municipal  services. 

It  was  the  consensus  of  opinion  that  an  increase  in  population  would  result  in  a 
greater  demand  on  Town  services  and  expenditures,  rising  taxes,  increased  school 
enrollment  and  a  loss  of  open  land  and  forest  area . 

In  polling  the  respondents'  preference  for  housing  the  survey  showed  that  a  sub- 
stantial majority  were  desirous  of  seeing  single  family  units  on  2-5  acre  lots. 
Apartments  and  condominiums,  whether  small  or  large,  were  uniformly  rejected 
by  those  responding.  A  bare  majority  felt  that  mobile  homes  on  private  lots  (in- 
dividually owned )  were  acceptable ;  however,  mobile  homes  in  either  a  subdivision 
with  private  ownership  plots  or  in  a  mobile  home  park  on  a  leased  site  were  not 
favored  by  about  %  of  the  respondents. 

Over  85%  of  the  questionnaires  indicated  that  the  tri-town  sanitary  land  fill  was 
both  financially  sound  and  ecologically  practical  to  continue. 

Slightly  more  than  xk  of  those  replying  felt  that  the  town  should  expand  the  pre- 
sent water  precinct  to  provide  service  to  more  homes.  More  than  60%  felt  that  the 
planned  sewerage  system  should  not  be  extended  in  the  future. 

If  Business  and  industry  were  to  be  part  of  a  zoning  plan,  the  types  chose  in  order 
of  preference  were  small  home  based  businesses,  small  retail  shops,  light  in- 
dustry, and  professional  office  facilities. 

In  considering  the  aspects  of  districting  for  zoning  purposes,  a  simple  majority 
of  those  responding  felt  that  this  was  acceptable  as  a  general  principle.  When 
viewing  specifics,  30%  opted  for  dividing  the  town  into  a  rural  district  and  a  village 
district.  23%  felt  the  town  should  have  one  zone  with  regulations  applying  to  all, 
while  18%  of  those  responding  chose  dividing  the  town  into  several  districts  with 
district  regulations  applying  to  each.  All  other  choices  received  less  than  a  5% 
response  each. 
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An  overwhelming  majority  of  the  completed  questionnaires  (in  excess  of  95%) 
indicated  that  the  recreational  areas  within  the  town  e.g.  Whittemore  Lake, 
Crotched  Mountain  and  the  Contoocook  River  should  be  regulated  and  protected 
for  the  enjoyment  of  the  town's  people. 

After  evaluating  the  data  collected  from  the  survey  and  a  year's  study  of  com- 
prehensive planning,  the  committee  feels  and  has  recommended  to  the  Selectmen 
the  following: 

First,  that  at  the  annual  town  meeting  in  1979,  the  warrant  include  two  articles. 
One,  to  join  the  South  West  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission  and 
with, their  guidance  and  expertise,  develop  a  master  plan.  And  two,  extend  the 
emergency  Interim  Ordinance  for  one  more  year. 

Second,  that  by  the  annual  town  meeting  in  1980,  a  permanent  form  of  zoning  be 
presented  to  the  voters  for  adoption. 

This  timetable  would  insure  the  mutual  development  and  co-existance  of  a  Town 
master  plan  and  a  permanent  zoning  ordinance  as  mandated  by  recent  court  deci- 
sions. Further,  with  an  additional  year  to  gather  information  and  to  discuss  the 
Town's  present  and  future  needs  with  its  citizens,  the  committee  feels  confident 
that  a  permanent  plan,  which  is  simple,  flexible,  and  equitable  in  application 
would  result. 


PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT  1978 

Engineering  of  the  proposed  town  sewage  system  has  been  continued  from  past 
years. 

A  master  plan  and  a  zoning  ordinance  to  replace  the  temporary  zoning  ordinance 
now  in  force  is  being  studied.  Since  a  permanent  zoning  ordinance  is  not  complete 
enough  for  consideration  by  the  town  at  this  time,  we  recommend  continuation  of 
the  temporary  zoning  ordinance. 

The  Planning  Board  recommends  that  the  town  become  a  participating  member 
of  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  Commission  and  solicit  their  help  and  guid- 
ance in  the  preparation  of  a  town  master  plan. 

Subdivision  requests  were  low  this  year.  Only  a  few  subdivisions  were  approved, 
most  involving  the  subdivision  of  larger  areas  into  two  smaller  lots.
